Emergency number 
suffering misuse 


St. Albert's fire emer- 
gency number 599-7777 is 
being misused--and insome 
cases even abused, 

Fire Chief Fred Tetaren- 
ko said Monday that the 
telephone will ring--in eight 
homes--as many as three 
times a night with calls that 
have nothing to do with his 
department, 

They may be after the 
RCMP, the city fire depart 
ment, or just be seeking 
information, There are also 
a lot of wrong numbers and 
some pranksters, 
of the Edmonton telephone 
directory, and people may 
be mistaking it for a city 


The frequency of the calls 
has increased so much that 
Senior Captain Paul Poulin 
as of May began compiling 
a list, 

“The increase seems to 
have coincided with the use 
of the 911 number by Edmon- 
ton,’’ Chief Tetarenko said, 
Since then we’ve even star 
ted to get calls from the 
city.”’ 

The only explanation for 
this the local firemen can 
come up with is that St, 
Albert’s number is listed 
under emergency on Page 1

Chief Tetarenko explained 
that when the emergency 
telephone rings, it rings in 
eight homes == his, Capt. 
Poulin’s, three other capte 
ains and three assistant 
captains, 

He said the misuse of the 
number disturbed these 
firemen and their families, 

“When that phone goes, 
these men are instantly fully 
awake and ready to go,’’ he 
said, ‘‘They expect an emer= 
gency. Even when they find 
there isn’t one they don’t 
go back to sleep easily.’’ 

Chief Tetarenko said the 
number was mostly abused 
in the afternoon, when some= 
times children would phone, 

“There'll be nothing but a 
bunch of giggling on the other 
end of the line,’’ he sald, 
**Parents could help us by 
teaching their children the 
importance of the emergen- 
cy number and also that the 
telephone is not a plaything. *
